Claims 1,4-14 

Document 1 is a document disclosed as a prior art document in the specification. 

Document 1 describes the point of adjusting the balance of the three components 1) 
the depth of compressive stress layers, 2) the degree of compressive stress and 3) the degree 
of tensile stress. 

Because claim 1 does not specifically describe values such as "the predetermined 
value", in a case where these values are favorably considered, they are one and the same as 
the invention described in document 1 . 

The same is true for the inventions of claims 4-14. 

Claims 2-3 

Document 2 (paragraph 0064) describes that undulation of the surface generated at a 
time of chemical strengthening treatment increases as the condition for the chemical 
strengthening treatment becomes more fulfilling. (This is a document indicating the general 
state of the art with respect to the inventions of claims 2-3.) 
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
